ORBIT WILL SHOWER 
‘THE EARTH TONIGHT 


New York, Aug. 10.—[Special.]— 
The annual August display of natural 
fireworks will become visible after 
midnight tomorrow night, when the 
earth crosses the orbit of the Perseids, 
producing a shower of meteors, or 
shooting stars. The display will be 
the greatest tomorrow night if the 
weather is clear. Meteors will prob- 
ably be observed in greater than the 
average number throughout the week.

Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 10.—[Special.]— 
Georgia Democratic leaders today pre- 
pared to bar from state primaries a’! 
candidates who refuse to support the 
national nominees of the party and an- 
nounce their support of Herbert 
Hoover. 

Because of his outspoken statement 
that he will support Herbert Hoover, 
the Republican presidential candidate, 
in the November election, former 
Congressman W. D. Upshaw is in- 
eligible to run as a candidate in a 
Democratic primary as an opponent 
of Congressman Leslie J. Steele in the 
Fifth congressional district, according 
to a ruling made by G. E. Maddox, of 
Rome, chairman of the state Demo 
cratic executive committee. 

Mr. Maddox said that rule five of 
the state committee required that all 
candidates in the Democratic primary 
be adherents to the Democratic party 
in state and national politics. 

Upshaw declined to make any state-

Superior, Wis., Aug. 10.—[Special.] 
—President Coolidge does not antici- 
pate any reduction in the army and 
navy of the country by reason of its 
participation in the Kellogg multilat- 
eral treaty to outlaw war. He views 
the army and navy purely as defensive 
weapons, moderate in size, never 
maintained for aggression, and, there- 
fore, can not see why a treaty whose 
primary purpose is to prevent attack 
can concern the matter of national 
defense. 

Neither can the President conceive 
of any objection which the league of 
nations could have to its members en- 
tering into a treaty of this kind,,.in- 
asmuch as he holds the league is, by 
its own claim, an instrument of peace.

Prohibition Issue Given as 
Main Reason. 


New York, Aug. 10.—[{Special.]— 
Pierre S. du Pont, chairman of the 
executive board of E. % du Pont 
de Nemours & Co., and also chairman 
of the executive board of the General 
Motors corporation, cume out today 
in support of Gov. Al Smith for Presi- 
dent. 

Mr. du Pont made it known that 
he had voted for Woodrow Wilson 
for President, but in all other in- 
stances he had supported Republican 
candidates for President. His family, 
one of the wealthiest and most dis- 
tinguished in the country, has fur- 
nished leaders for the Republican 
party iff its home state, Delaware. 
The announcement was made from 
Wilmington, Del., the home of Mr. 
du Pont, but was given out for pub- 
lication in this city through Chairman 
John J. Raskob of the Democratic na- 
tional committee. Mr. Raskob for the 
last twenty-eight years has been on 


ly associated with Mr. du Pont in 
finaneial affairs. 


Prohibition the Issue. 


A statement left no doubt that Gov. 
Smith’s stand on the prohibition issue 
had been the decisive factor. Mr. 
du Pont pronounced this the really 
important issue before the country 
and one which neither of the major 
parties had squarely met in their plat- 
forms. 

Mr. du Pont, is a director of the 
Association Opposed to the Prohibi- 
tion Amendment and his announce- 
ment today consequently led to a lot 
of speculation with regard to the 
stand of this organization.

It was 
announced the leave was to allow him 
to carry on his wet fight as a director 
of the Association Against the Prohibi- 
tion Amendment’ without involving 
the corporation in that fight. 

Gives Reasons for Switch. 


In his statement Mr. du Pont point- 
ed out that the similarity of the 
stand taken by both party platforms 
on the principal issues before the 
country rendered a choice difficult. 
He dwelt on the record of Gov. Smith 
in public life, his long experience in 
legislation, and his ability as an ad- 
ministrator. 

If elected President, Gov. Smith 
would enforce the prohibition law in 
accordance with the Democratic plat- 
form declaration, Mr. du Pont be- 
lieves. 

“ But,” he added, “the enforce- 
ment division need not be conducted 
contrary to the laws of our country 
and to human decency.

FEDERAL EMPLOYES 
| WARNED TO KEEP OUT 
OF ACTIVE POLITICS 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.J 
‘ ‘Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—[{Spe 
cial.}—Federal employés may vote as 
they please, but must refrain from po- 
litical activity, the civil service com- 
mission warned today. 

“A federal employé,”’ said the com- 
mission in a bulletin issued in re 
sponse to numerous inquires, “ may 
express privately his views on all 
political subjects; he may voluntarily 
make a contribution toward a polit- 
ical campaign, provided the transac- 
tion does not take place in a govern- 
ment building, but he is prohibited 
from receiving such a contribution 
from another federal employé.” 

The rules against political activity, 
the commission asserted, do not im- 
pose any hardship, “‘ but they prevent 
him while in the service of the whole 
public from turning his official posi- 
tion to the benefit of one of the par- 
ties into which the whole public is 
divided or from becoming in any man- 
ner pernicfously active in politics.” 
Some of the forms of activity held 
by the commission to be forbidden 
are the following: 

Service on political committees, par- 
ticipation in political meetings other 
than as a spectator, giving public ex- 
pression to political views, offensive 


activity at the polls, service as an 
election official, publicdtion of articles 


terms of intimate friendship and close-|in favor of any party or candidate, 


distribution of campaign literature, af- 
filiation in a prominent way with any 
political movement or party or with 
any ‘candidate for election to public 
office. | 

Superior officers, the commission 
said, are prohibited from requesting 
or requiring the rendition of any po- 
litical service or the performance of 
any political work by subordinates.

THE PRICE OF WHEAT. 
Glencoe, Ill., Aug. 8.—Recently a Lin- 
coln, Ill, contributor made some state- 


ments regarding the 1928 wheat crop 
which seem to call for correction. He 
said among other things that “ wheat 
is now selling for less than last year, 
with a short crop coming, according to 
all estimates.” The government report 
for August Indicates a wheat crop ap- 
proximately 20,000,000 bushels larger 
than the one of 1927. Add to this a 
carryover of 120,000,000 bushels from 
last year’s crop and the reasons for a 
lower price in the United States are 
clear enough. But the price of wheat 
in all exporting countries is determined 
largely by world and not by |! con- 
ditions. 

Last year, for instance, Canada raised 
an enormous crop of wheat, the carry- 
over being 90,000,000 bushels on Aug. 1. 
For several weeks now Canada has been 
underselling United States wheat, with 
the result that our own export business 
has been negligible. On top of all this, 
Canada now has in the making a 
bumper crop of 500,000,000 bushels or 
more. Why shouldn't world prices be 
lower than last year? 

If it were not for the speculator, 
wheat probably would have sold at a 
dollar a bushel or less some time ago. 
He has absorbed the enormous load of 
wheat which has flooded the terminal 


|markets during the last five weeks. At 


Kansas City alone these receipts have 
amounted to more than 40,000,000 bush- 
els. This wheat was “ hedged” or pro- 
tected by short sales on the Kansas City 
and Chicago grain exchanges. Suppose 
there had been no speculators to absorb 
these short sales! What would-be the 
price of wheat today? 

The speculator buys wheat, corn, and 
oats, in spite of the large crops fore- 
casted, because he ig willing to take a 
chance that something will happen to 
make these grains worth more money 
later on. “There is nothing to prevent 
the farmer from taking the same chance 
if he wants to. All he has to do is 
store his grain and wait and hope for 
higher prices. Naturally such a course 
would make him a speculator, and pre- 
sumably he wants to avoid speculation. 
But let him not, in all fairness, shove 
the man who carries the load which he 
himself is unable or unwilling to 
shoulder. Rospert H. MovuuTon.

Afpledore Tomato Catsuf. 


A letter came the other day from 
some one who seemed to be a retired 
housekeeper. She asked: “ Will you 
please tell me if you have in your col- 
lection of cook books one by Maria 
Parloa, ‘The Appledore?’” And I 
could answer, indeed, yes, it is the 
first cook book I ever owned. Now I 
think I have all] the others Miss Par- 
loa wrote, and love an excuse for run- 
ning to them. I believe “ The Apple- 
dore”’’ was the best known, and the 
most widely used and fairly loved. 

My correspondent then says: “I 
have lost my copy, and would like to 
get the rule for making tomato catsup. 
It'is very simple, few spices and it 
tells just how to cook it.” Yes, it does, 
but today we know that tomato is far 
more likely to stick to porcelain and 
enamelled kettles of all sorts than to 
aluminum, which sort of kettle Miss 
Parloa did not have. In her day 
aluminum was prohibitive in price for 
utensils, and I remember with delight 
how, in 1891, an old scientist explained 
to me how the time was coming when 
we would have these utensils. I men- 
tion this to call attention to the fact 
that we should be thankful for our 
mercies.

quest of reads: “ Cut up one gallon of 
ripe tomatoes and put in a porcelain 
kettle and boil. Prepare half-a pint 
of sugar, half a pint of strong cider 
vinegar, or more if not strong, one 
tablespoon of salt, one teaspoon cloves, 
one of allspice, one quarter teaspoon 
cayenne pepper. Boil the tomatoer 
half an hour,®and then run them 
through a sieve. Now put them on 
with the 'spice, vinegar, and sugar, 
and boil them until there is about two 
quarts and a pint. Cool and bottle.”

In cutting up the tomato do 
not take out the stem until the last 
because it js a sort of frame work.

Lime Deposits in Kettles 
May Be Dissolved by Acids 

ITHACA, N. Y—The lime deposits 
which you find on the inside of your 
tea kettle are caused by hard water. 
It is not harmful, but inconvenient 
because the more lime that forms on 
the inside of a kettle, the slower water 
will heat. To get rid of the deposit 
in a simplé manner the state college 
of economics here suggests some sim- 
ple and effective methods, 

If the kettle is aluminum or iron it 


may be heated cautiously when it is 
empty. As the metal of the+tea kettle 


‘expands, the lime deposit will crack 


and can then be removed, + 
Treating with acid is another 
method. If the deposit is light, a 
dilute acid, ‘such as vinegar, allowed 
to stand in the kettle, will dissolve it. 
The addition of a little common salt 
will hasten the process. . a 
If the deposit is heavy it may be 
treated with a stronger acid, such as 
muriatic, but this method must be 
used with caution, for the acid can 
dissolve ‘the metal tea kettle as well 
as the lime. It is well to remé@mber 
that dilute acids have less effect on 
enamel and granite ware than on 
metals like aluminum and iron. A 33 
per cent solution of muriatic acid such 
as is usually sold at drug stores, 
diluted with four to nine times as 
much water, will do the trick. 
Pour-about two cupfuls of this so- 
lution into™a kettle and shake it 
around.

Misery Fails to Dampen 


Morale in Nicaragua, 


This is another story of the marines 
in Nicaragua. It is an account of their 
daily doings in the wilderness where 
American forces have been asked to 
intervene to protect American lives and 
, property and to insure a peaceful elec- 
tion this November.

SAN ALBINO, Nicaragua, Aug. 1°.

Dzspite heavy rains, 
scareity of supplies, almost impassable 
roafg, sickness, and meager commu- 
nication with other posts, a small force 
of 100 men under Maj. K. E. Rockey 
has patrolled the hills and practically 
t of marauding ban- 


and men have @Gevelored a morale 
which is almost inconceivable to the 
civilian. Only recently supplies have 
begun to trickle through the hills 
from headquarters at Managua. Sorre 
degree of comfort is nov, afforded the 
men. But while conditions were af 
their worst only a month or two ago 
the unquenchable spirits of the gar- 
rison initiated a newspaper called 
Rockey'’s Rocket, which dealt in a hu- 
morous fashion with news in the 
vicinity. 


Far from’ Civilization. 


The spectacle of these marines, 
ing under conditions which kill off 
the natives of the country by scores, 
turning out with splendid audacity a 
periodical jesting at their hardshirs 
is one stirring to contemplate. 

There is no place within miles of 
San Albino where an airplane might 
land. Planes drop messages several 
times a week. But supplies must be 
transported by pack mule from Apali, 
fourteen miles distant, over a moun-

An American owned gold mine is 
part explanation of San Albino's im- 
portance as an outpost. It was seized 
by Sandino, the rebel leader, early in 
the year and he had extracted approxi- 
mately $9,000 from the ore and stolen 
more than $20,000 in bullion when he 
was forced to flee. He destroyed much 
of the machinery and a $750,000 in- 
vestment now stands idle. 

The position of the post is not one 
that would have been chosen by a 
commander free to pick a site. But 
out of a group of ariel | huts, located 
in a valley surrounded by mountains, 
Maj. Rockey and his men have con- 
structed a strong position, protected 
from sudden assault by barbed wire 
entanglements and machine gun em- 
placements. | 

From Hills to Swamps. 

Approximately fifty men are usually 
_ left in camp while the remaining fifty 

are out on patrols. There are other 
Outposts at Jicaro and Quilali. The 
entire eastern half of Nueva Segovia 
and the western half of the province of 
Jinotega are covered by these small 
forces. E-very description of country, 
from pine clad mountains to swampy 
jungles, is encountered on the march. 

This district has been the stronghold 
of Sandino. Despite reports that he 
hag fied Nicaragua, he is now reported 
by natives to maintain his main base 
tm an inaccessible region near the Bo- 
cay river, not more than twenty miles 
from here as the crow flies, but many 
days’ travel through the hills. 

Native reports to the marines tell 
of bandit.bands operating in the vicin- 
ity of San Albino, but they have re 
cently confined their operations to de 
scents upon lonely farmhouses, where 
a few cattle and pigs are killed and 
anything of value stolen. Marine pa- 
trols find traces of these bandits, but 
because of the weather and nature of 
’ the country have been unable to come 


to grips with them. ‘ 


Hundreds of Natives Sarrender. 


Hundreds of natives have appeared 
at marine posts in the last few weeks, 
@onfessed they were ex-bandits and 
obtained an amnesty promised by the 
government and $10 for each rifle they 
turn in. Marine officials, although 
pointing out that many of these men 
have obviously been peaceful citizens 
for some time, believe that this volun- 
tary surrender is indicative of a turn- 
ing point in the atitude of the natives 
towards the Americans,

“The house of representatives today 
agreed to pay $100 as indemnity to each 
Nicaraguan citizen whose wife’s honor 
had been outraged by a marine.

HEAT AND FOG 
GIVE NEW YORK 
TERRIBLE DAY

FROM MEXICO 
STILL VEXES U. S. 


57,765 Total Renews Cry 
for Quota.

Work toward the building and plan: | 
ning of Chicago's industrial museum | 
took definite shape with the announce- | 
ment yesterday that the South Park | 
commissioners will open new bids ' 
next Wednesday for the rehabilitation | 


of the old Fine Arts building in Jack-; 


son park, which will be the home of | 
the museum. 
After the bids have been opened. 
Waldemar Kaempffert of the museum 
will depart on a tour of Detroit, Pitte- 
burgh, New York and other industrial 
centers in search of men to make up 
his staff of 120 engineers, scientists’ 
and curators, 
Director Kaempffert predicted yes: | 
terday that the doors of the museum 
will be opened within the next three. 
years. By that time the building 
proper will be completed, and the 
thousands of objects which will show 
the progress and social significance of 
industry will be collected. Some of 
the exhibits will be completed within 
two years and the museum may be 
opened to the public at that time, 
the director indicated. < 
“We shall accomplish in three 
years what it has taken Ojmers twenty- 
five years to do because of the 
wholehearted response of the indus- 
tries and citizens of Chicago to the 
idea of the museum,” Mr. Kaempffert 
said. “It is quite likely that eighty 
per cent of the exhibits will be given 
to the museum without solicitation.”’ 
Exhibits valued at approximately 
$250,000 already have been promised 
the museum, the director stated. 
These include Illinois’ first steam loco- 
motive, put in service in 1864 by the 
Illinois Central railroad; a locomotive 
used first in the suburban service of 
that railroad in 1883; Chicago's first 
street car which dates back to 1859, 
and the first cable car. | 
—- 
Complete historical exhibits of the 
radio and the telephone have been 
assured the museum by the Illinois 
Bell Telephone company and the 
Radio Corporation of America. Charles 
C. West, naval architect and engineer, 
has donated a number of model ships. 
Mr. Kaempffert has instituted these 
six major divisions of the museum: 
Geology, mining and metallurgy; prime 
movers, including the exhibition of the 
processes of generating power and its 
transmission; transportation and com- 
munication; agriculture, forestry and 
their products; physical chemistry, and 
civil engineering and public works. :

Chemical ‘Discovered . | 
for Purifying Water 
Without Sterilizing 


Recent discovery of a chemical com- 
pound capable of purifying tainted 
water without boiling or elaborate 
sterilizing treatment was announced 
yesterday by Maj. C. B. Wood of the 
United States Army Medical school at 
a meeting of the American Chemical 
Society institute at Northwestern uni- 
versity. 

The new substance, which is called 
succirnchiorimide, will prove of* great 
aid to soldiers in campaign duty, tour- 
ists, and campers, it was said. It has 
been developed by army chemists and 
is expected to be officially adopted for 
use by the government. 


’ “The problem of how to supply sol- 
/diers in the field with drinkable water 
was answered during the world war 
by the development of a bleaching 
powder disinfectant,’”’ Maj. Wood said. 
“A quantity of powder in a small tube 
about the size of a cigaret would treat. 
36 gallons of water in a water bag. 
But after the war it was discovered 
the compound deteriorated rapidly.” 
Army chemists, he said, working on 
the problem of treating small quanti- 
ties of water in a soldier’s canteen, 
discovered the new compound which 
kills all disease germs, no matter how 
muddy or germ ridden the water. It

Under Serb Yoke

AGRAM, Aug. 10.—Jugo-Biavia, the 
kingdom of the Croats, Serbs and 
Slovenes, was formed in 1921 with the 
object of bringing into one staté the 
previously scattered ‘southern Slav 
populations of Europe. It is here in 
Agram, capital of Croatia, or in Lal- 
bach, the capital of Slovenia, that are 
confirmed the impression one gets that 
this kingdom is facing a political 
crisis. 

We have already seen the cultural 
differeneces—a result of a long separa- 
tion—which distinguish the various 
racial elements. 

The languages are Slav, but the dia- 
lects are quite different. Here, the 
Latin instead of the Cyrillic alphabet, 
which obtains in Serbia, is used.

I suppose we all do—those of us! 


who care a great dea] about our chil- 
dren. It is one of the things that 
happens to fathers and mothers who 
are right up close to their children— 
in constant contact with them—héeftr- 
ing them, seeing them, caring for them 
under all the varying conditions of 
every day life and the variations in 
mood and health which adults as 
well as children experience. 

Well, this regret er even remorse 
over the mistakes we make is a feel- 
ing we should have because it means 
that we care. But we must do more 
than feel about it. We must look into 
the mistake and see why we slipped 
up.

WINS OLYMPIC) 


CROWN 


Beats English Eight by 
Three-quarters Length.

AMSTERDAM, Aug. 10.—Holding 
doggedly to the three-quarters of a 


length lead gained midway down. the 
mile and a quarter course on the Slo- 
ten canal, the University of Califor- 
nia’s great eight pulled across the fin- 
ish line in front of Great Britain's 
all star crew this afternoon to annex 
the Olympic games’ most important 
rowing championship. 

For Coach Ebright’s Golden Bears 
it was a glorious conclusion to an un- 
beaten season which started last Jan- 
uary. For the United States it was the 
climax of an afternoon which saw 
the Americans capture the Olympic 
regatta with two firsts, two seconds, 
and one third in seven events. 

Paul Costello and Charles McIvaine, 
the latter a Philadelphia undertaker, 
ran away from Wright and Guest, 
the Canadians, in the double scull race, 


Penn Barge Four Beaten. 

The British four oared shell without 
coxswain nosed the Penn Barge club 
team by less than half a length after 
the Americans had led by three-quar- 
ters of a length for more than half 
the way. The United States again was 
forged to take second place when 
Peace, the third generation member 
of the famous Australian sculling 
champions, easily beat Ken Myers, the 
Philadelphia railroad fireman, who 
could not shovel coal fast enough 
today. 

Racing with Italy for third place 
in the pair oared shells without cox- 
swain, John Scmitt and Paul McDowell, 
both of the Penn Barge club, won by: 
two lengths. 

From the start to when the two 
port rig shells swept past the 
250 meter mark dead even, it was 
apparent the eight oared event would 
be a great race. Pete Donlon, Cali- 
fornia stroke, started with a t of 
40 for the first 200 yards, te set- 
tled down to 36. 

At 1,000 meters, half way down the 
course, the “Golden Gate,” as the 
slim shell was named, had an advan- 
tage of three-quarters of a length, 
and at the 1,500 mark, just 500 meters 
from the finish, there was the same 
margin. 

Cling to Slim Lead. 

Here the London eight made its 
great bid. Quickening their stroke to 
40, then to 42, Great Britain began a 
sprint which shortened the Americans’ 
led to half a length in less than 100 
yards. Little Don Blessing, the Cali- 
fornia cox, almost leaped out of the 
shell as he exhorted his mates to a 
sprinting finish. Donlon responded 
and increased the stroke to 40, then 
to 42, and 250 meters from the end 
the Bears practically had regained 
their three-quarters advantage. 

That spurt beat the tiring British 
eight. They quickened the beat to 
44, but they could not budge ahead 
an inch in that last 200 meters, and 
the two shells went over the finish 
line three-quarters of a length apart.

Mullin Victor Over Cooley,

Seventeen year old Dick Mullin took 
back to La Grange with him last night 
just about everything one boy could 
win in the western junior golf cham- 
pionship at Glen View. For himself 
the La Grange prep student took the 
champion’s gold medal, won by defeat- 
ing Tom Cooley 6 and 4 in the thirty- 
six hole final and the silver cup he 
won as medalist with a card of 73. To 
the La Grange club he took the big 
silver cup which the champion holds 
for a year. 

Both were nervous at the start of 
their match yesterday and neither 
played particularly good golf, but they 
did play spectacularly after they got 
well started on the match and there 
was little question as te the victor. 
Cooley was never up and at the end 
of the first nine holes Mullin was 3 up, 
and he proceeded to win the next four 
holes to put him 7 up. Cooley won 
the next three, and went to lunch 4 
down. 

In the second round Mullin again 
pushed his lead back to 6 up: before 
losing a hole, and was 5 up starting 
the final nine. He won the tenth, 
halved two, lost the thirteenth, and 
Cooley conceded him the last hole 
when he was dormie and Dick’s chip 
stopped two inches short of the cup 
while Cooley was fifteen feet over the 
pin with the like. 


Gopher Hole Swallows Ball. 

One of the trick shots was Mullin’s 
drive on the thirteenth in the after- 
noon. He sliced the shot and the ball 
ran through a trap to the top of the 
bank and then rolled back into a 
gopher hole and disappeared. He 
played 3 from the tee and in a desper- 
ate attempt to carry the river in front 
of the green with his second shot, put 
it into the river. 

But Cooley had another effort for 
the book on the eighth in the after- 
noon.

Tom’s ball had stopped on the 
lip of the cup and, though it wasn’t 
a stymie, Mullin’s putt knocked 
Cooley’s ball into the cup. 

Holes 15 Foot Putt. 

Cooley was out in front with nearly 
every drive, but he was wild. For that 
matter both were struggling all the 
way and the wonder was that their 
medals scores were as good as they 
were. Only four holes of the first 
eighteen were halved and eight of the 
last fourteen “changed hands.” 

After halving the first two holes,

To Have Code of Ethics. 


The treasurer of the Interstate 
Sports Alliance is Mr. Paddy Mullins, 
late chairman of the board of directors 
of the Harry Wills Rlack Menace prop. 
erty, and the placards state that appli- 
cations for membership may be for- 
warded to him and should be accom- 
panied by five dollars per application. 

These are to be submitted to Mr. 
Lou Raymond, late director of the 
Harry Wills Black Menace property, 
who is the chairman of the committee 
on ethics of the Interstate Sports Al- 
liance, charged with the duty of se- 
lecting at least two ethics and formu- 
lating them into a code for the guid- 
ance of the body.

Mrs. Caleb Fox, 


“Grand Old Lady 
of Golf,” Is Dead 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 10.—Mrs. 
Caleb F,. Fox, known as “the grand 
old lady of golf,” 
and for twenty- 
one consecutive 
years a qualifier 
in the play for the 
national women's 
championship, 
died today at her 
home, Berthellyn, 
Elkins Park. 

Mrs. Fox, who! 
was 67, had been 
ill since she re- 
turned July 13 
from the Shene- 
cossett invitation 
tournament at 

Groton, Conn. 

The silver 
haired woman of 
golf, before whose prowess many a 
younger player had fallen in trophy 
play, had returned to competition this 
spring after a serious operation last 
summer which for a time was thought 
to have ended her active career in golf. 


Mrs. Fox had the longest active 
career of any woman golfer in the 
country. She was a participant in the 
first national women’s championship 
held under the direction of the U. 8. 
Golf association at Reading, Mass., in 
1895, and was still playing winning 
golf last spring. 

Mrs. Fox was not destined to win 
the championship, but did qualify for 
the tournament twenty-three times, an 
achievement not approached by any 
other golfer. 

The e-eatest feat of Mrs. Fox in 
later years was her defeat of Glenna 
Collett, then national champion, in the 
Belleair Heights, Fla., tournament in 
1923. Mrs. Fox made a medal score 
of 77 for the match and beat her bril- 
liant young opponent 2 and 1.

Terry Druggan and Frankie Lake, 
beer mongers, horse owners and«re- 
puted backers of a syndicate which last 
week purchased an interest in the pre- 
tentious Arlington park race track, 
will be notified today that they can’t 
even enter the gates of the Hawthorne 
race course. 


Joseph A. Murphy, and his associates, 
Sam Nuckols and Thomas Bradley of 
Kenutcky, heard witnesses tell of the 
two bootleggers’ assault upon a rival 
horseman, of their use of pistols and 
the disgraceful mélée which ensued. 
Today Hawthorne's owners and of- 
ficials will make public their answer 
to Druggan and Lake's boast: “ No- 
body can keep us out of racing in 
Chicago.” 

The answer will be: 
Hawthorne track.” 

Judges Are Silent. 

Hawthorne's stewards delayed their 
ruling, intended for release yesterday, 
in order that no one might say they 
had acted hastily. Some had wanted 
to ban Druggan and Lake early in the 
day. But the majority voted to wait 
until this afternoon to declare Haw- 
thorn’e war on hoodlums and terror- 
ists. 

‘Neither Judge Murphy nor his asso- 
ciates would discuss the text of their 
ruling last night. But from an au- 
thoritative source it was iearned that 
the édict will be based on a para- 
graph on page 54 of the rules and reg- 
ulations of racing on Illinois Turf asso- 
ciation tracks. It reads: 

“If any owner, trainer, jockey, at- 
tendant, or any person use improper 
language to the racing officials or if 
any person be guilty of using profane 
or indecent language, carrying or ex- 
hibiting a deadly weapon or otherwise 
disturbing the peace on any race track 
enclosure he shal: be either fined, sus- 
pended or ruled off.” 

They're Old Offenders. 

The Hawthorne stewards dealing 
with an infraction of this rule by 
someone who hithertofore had been 
law abiding might be inclined, it is 
explained, to show leniency and inte 
only a fine. 

But Druggan and*Lake are old 
offenders. They have staged fights, 
flashed guns, and terrorized officials 
of two other race tracks. They have 
run horses in the names of other per- 
sons, made threats against any one 
who attempted to punish them, and 
they got away with it until they 
reached Hawthorne. 

Messrs. Murphy, Nuckols and Brac- 
ley, supported by the Chicago Busi- 
ness Men's association, are of different 
stamp. 

The ruling today will deny Druggan 
and Lake all the privileges of the 
Hawthorne course. In effect.it will 
mean: “Get off the track. Get your 
‘horses off. Get your trainer off. And 
stay off. Make all the threats you 
want to. If need be, we'll call on the 
police to enforce our edict.” 

The police, it is hinted, will not be 
slow to answer such a call. 

State Turf Board to Act. 

The stewards’ ruling will effect 
Hawthorne only. But the order bar- 
ring Druggan and Lake will force the 
Illinois Turf association to take action. 
Hawthorne officials, for the first time 
since the bootleggers’ entrance in the 
Chicago racing field, will have shown 
they dare to punish the two. “The 
turf association, it is said, will not 
lack courage to go through with«the 
fight on hoodlums and gun toters. 

A ruling barring Druggan and Lake 
off every track inthe Chicago district 
seems the inevitable result of Haw- 
thorne’s stand. 

And such a ruling, according to. all 
precedent of the turf, automatically 
would become effective within the jur- 
isdiction of the New York Jockey 
club, the Maryland Jockey club, the 
Kentucky Jockey club, and the Cana- 
dian Racing association. 4 

The ruling probably will be phrased 
so as to make Hawthorne's action 
tinding “pending further action by 
the turf association.” Hawthorne's 
management feels, it is said, that. the 
barring of Druggan and Lake is a 
matter of public interest and all the 
tracks should stand together. a

CHICAGO.—[To the Editor.]—I ex- 
pect to go to Canada for two or three 
weeks’ fishing in September and I 
want to take twovor three good muskie 

baits with me, as it is no trick to 


. heateh all the great lakes pike and 


small mouth bass you want. But I 
want to try mostly for muskies and 
lake trout. Will appreciate your tips 
on lures to take along.

Answer—Ever since last summer 
when we had so much fun with sur- 
face lures on muskalonge we lean to 
this type because you get the strike 
on the surface. By all means take 
one or two of these surface travelers 
which are practically weedless. One 
can be used without spinners and 
made with either e or two hooks 
which trail behind. y putting a cou- 
ple of short pork strips on the lure 
you have something which the mus- 
kies are bound to hit. Then there is 
a torpedo shape surface lure with 
spinners on it. This is effective as 
these blades kick up quite a fuss when 
the lure is retrieved, 


Spoon, bucktail, and pork strip 
combinations’ are always good for 
lunge. A few years ago we had very 
good luck with this type of lure. Th 
are not so easy to cast as the wood 
surface lures but by the addition of a 
quarter ounce dipsey weight you can 
toss ‘em around fairly easy. We have 
used pearl, copper, and nickel finished 
spoons with almost equal success. And 
if a muskie feels like striking he hit 
‘em most any size. For example, one 
day we were casting a small spoon 
and pork strip combination for sm 
mouth bass and caught a 16 pou 
muskie.

ON BEARISH VIEW

rye, 24%@2%c for the day. 

European countries regarded the wheat 
report as sensationally bearish and Liv- 
erpool closed equal to 54%@5%c per bu 
lower for the day, and there was very 
little demand for cash wheat reported 
at the seaboard, although sales in all 
positions were finally placed at 500,000 
bu. Winnipeg dropped 3%@4c for the 
day. The Canadian government crop 
estimate will be given to the trade after 
the clése today and is regarded as not 
likely to show as high as the private 
figures, some of which suggest well 
above 550,000,000 bu for the three prov- 
inces. 


Wheat Nears Dollar Mark. 


-Decline in wheat of late has carried 
prices off to such an extent that farmers 
in Kansas are now securing well under 
$1 for No, 2 hard winter unless it is of 
high protein content, and No. 2 hard at 
Omaha sold as low as 95c on track, and 
local handlers purchased 100,000 bu to 
come here from that market.
